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This matter was opened to the New Jersey State Board of

Nursing (“Board”) upon receipt of a request for relief submitted

by respondent’s court-appointed guardian. According to a Letter

of Guardianship issued by Burlington County Surrogate’s Court,

respondent is presently an “incapacitated person.”

+Réspondent’s guardian has indicated that respondent has no
funds with which to satisfy a civil penalty imposed pursuant to
a Final Order of Discipline entered by the Board on November 12,
2015. That order suspended respondent’s nursing license for
failure to respond to a Board inquiry concerning an arrest in
2015 on charges of eluding, and for respondent’s failure to
document completion of required nursing continuing education. A
reprimand for misrepresentation was also imposed by the November
12, 2015 order, as well as total civil penalties in the amount
of $750.

The Board having duly considered the circumstances, and
desiring to act in the interest of fairness, and taking into
account that respondent’s incapacitation may well have led to
the arrest and to her failure to respond to Board inquiries, and
for other good cause shown;

HEREBY ORDERED THAT:

1. The Final Order of Discipline entered on November 12, 2015
is hereby modified as follows: the reprimand and $750 in civil
penalties imposed pursuant to the order are hereby stayed,
conditioned upon respondent continuing to cease and desist from

the practice of nursing under the order of November 12, 2015.



2. In the event that respondent recovers from her
incapacitation and is able to respond to the Board’s original
inquiry, and is able to demonstrate completion of required
nursing continuing education, respondent may petition the Board
for reinstatement of her license. At such time, the Board shall
consider whether the stay on the reprimand and monetary
penalties shall be lifted and whether those sanctions shall be
imposed.
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
